Raphael’s Colonna ‘Madonna." 
A London telogram states that Mr Ss 
Pisrpont Morgan, the American millionaire, 


Yii Hsien was according. removed in 
December of that year, albeit the people 
firmly believed thot he would very soon 
return. This was not unnotaral in viow of 
hia receiving a strong recommendation for 
his signal virtues from hie predecessor 
(with a brief interval) Li Ping-heng, removed 
at tho bahest of the Germans for thealleged 
complicity with the murders of two German 
pricsts in the autumn of 1897, 25 & result 
of which Kisochow was promptly seized by 
Adiniral Diedrichs. Yii Hsien was givon 
the character Fu (Happiness), written by 
the hand of the Empress Dowager, and 
soon sent on his way to his ominous caree? 
of but a few months in Shansi. “Yuan took 
over the seals of office in tha closing days 
of 1899," Within a pariod of three days, Mr 
Brooks, an Anglican missionary of ‘Tai An 
Fu, was captured aod killed. by bandita in 
the’ county of Fei Cheng. ‘Thies was the 
only foreign life lost in the province during 
the whole durstion of the Boxer munia, 
which ‘may he roughly stated at eighteon 
months from October, 1899, to the spring 
of the current year. There is good reason 
to believe that if Mr Brooks had not’ been 
killed, the Boxer movement in Shantung 
would have been unchecked, and the same 
terrible catastrophes would have occurred 
as: in Chihli. Yuan might have been ro- 
moved for his severity, in which cause the 
wildest chaos would have reigned supreme, 

As it was, Governor Yuan's position was 
one of extraordinary difficulty. He had 
been twelve years in. Corea, and knew far 
better than any one at Court, the madness 
of risking on outbreak against foreign na- 
tions in general. He wished to repress 
Boxerism root :and branche - but , his 
hands (and fect) were tied by’ con- 
fidential. Edicts (T'ing-chi) waming him 
that te do xo'would be at his ‘peril’ ~Tt was 
for this reason that so few prominent 
leaders were arrested, and s0 many ro- 
leased. Aside from his delicate relations 
with Peking, Yuan had to contend with pp 
overwhelming opposition in his own cupital. 
The provineisl Treasurer was of his mind, 
but’ the provincial Judge, the Tao-tais, the 
Prefects, Sab-Prefects, and District Ma- 
gistratea were almost uniformly hostile, 
sullen, or inefficient, The provinctal army 
WAS full of members of the I Ho C*hiian, 
and there is no reason to doubt that Yuan's 
own soldiers ‘ware in: a like condition. 
Outrages were frequent, and on wvery vs- 
vasion when an attack wax niade on Yuan's 
soldiers sent to guard diaturbed districts, 
the repulse or slaughter of some of. them 
was punished _with extrome severity, In 
one cise a new District Magistrate just 
about to take his post, was attacked by a 
great izob of Boxers, and being! paralyzed 
with fear failed to mount his horse in 
time, and was cut in pieces. Asa puuish- 
ment, ap overwhelming force was sent, and 
the villages: in the neighbourhvod were 
literally. wiped out of- existence. All
